DROUGHT IN KANSAS. 


The World has received and published 
the following communication from the 
Rev. C. C. Hutchinson, of Topeka, Kan- 
Sas: 

“For weary months the inhabitants of 
‘this territory have vainly louked and 
prayed for rain. Up to the Ist inst., for 

twelve months the ground has not in the 
interior been thoroughly soaked. <A few 
‘favored localities have had showers, and 
this has led to conflicting accounts. 
| A uarrow strip of some seventy miles 
‘in length, bordering on 
river, aud extending back ten or fifteen 
_miles,. bas had frequent, though, light 
showers, aud has raised fair crops. There 
-are also small districts in other localities 
_where a greater crop bas been raigd. 
Now, no Kansas man desires to injure the 
_reputation of his adopted home, and con 
sequently those who write from the above 
districts look at matters in the most fa- 
vorable light Indeed, we all, up to Sep- 
tember lst, hoped for small crops at least, 
and so wrote hopefully, or not at all. But 
we cannot hope lunger, and now begin to 
realize the extent of our troubles. 

All crops may, with the above excep- 
tions, be considered an entire failure in 
the territory. Winter wheat died early 
in the season, and most of the ground 
was plowed and sown to buckwheat or 
oats, or planted to corn. In western 
Kansas, south of the Kansas river, the 
two former are an entire failure, not a 
kernel being gathered. We ali hoped for 
a little coru. 

The prairie fafms were early shown to 
be entirely destitute of crops, but hopes 
were entertained that corn, on bottom 
lands, would yield something. September 
Ist, the owner of the beat field in Topeka, 
Shawnee county, expected thirty bushels 
per acre, but, upon beginning to pick it, 
lis highest estimate was eight busbels per

Will his mere election absolve 
‘the people of the South from their alle 
igiance to the Constitution and laws of 
| the United States, or relieve the Presi- 
dent from the daty of defending the one 
and executing the other? ‘This is the real 
question under discussion. 

You tulk about coercing states. States 
are not the subjects upon which the Con- 
stitution and laws of the United States 
operate. They cannot commit tresson 
uor be hanged as traitors. 
can they, by an act of theirs, ubsolve their 
| citizens from their allegiance to the Uni- 
ted States.

Now, suppose Lincoln were elected, and 
a citizen of Charleston, acting with or 
without the sanction of the state authori- 
ties, having a cargo of sugar entering the 
port, should refuse to pay the legal duties, 
and with an armed party should resist the 
Officers attempting to collect them, thas 
levying war against the United States: do 
you think the President would be faithful 
to his duty and true to his oath if he did 
not, if necessary, use the militia, the army 
aud navy, in “taking care that the laws 
be faithfully executed,” and in preserving, 
proteciing, and defending the Constitation 
of the United States? Could he, without 
Official perjury aud becoming a traitor 
himself, feld his arms and say this would 
be coercing a state, and under such a plea 
suffer the Constitution and laws to be sub- 
verted? If bloodshed ensued, who would 
be responsible—the President, who would 
be “to the best of his ability” attempting 
to perform his sworn duty, or the traitors 
who were attempting to subvert the gov- 
ernment? 

Your doctrine, I suppose, is, that the 
state authorities or @ state convestion may 
declare a state out of the Unien, and thus 
abcolve all its citizens frem allegiance to 
the United States 

Now, cach state, by a convention elect- 
etl by the people, agreed with every other 
state by the adoption of the Constitution, 
that all its provisions, and the laws passed 
in purevance thereof, should be “the su- 
preme law of the land.” 

They all agreed to take a portion of the 
powers heretofore possessed by their res- 

ctive state goveroments and vest them 
ina common government, (based on pre- 
cisely the same authority as their state 
governments,) whose Constitution, and 
the laws passed in parsuance thereof,shoald 
be abore the reach of all state authority. 
How, then, can any act of a state absolre 
its citizens from obedience to this “‘sao- 
preme law of the land,” declared by its 
highest authority, a convention elected 
by the people, to be binding, “anything io 
the Coustitution and laws of any state to 
the contrary notwithstanding.” 

To me it is a wonder that any man can 
entertain an idea to my mind so absurd. 
The theory of our government obviously 
is, that the citizen owes allegiance to bis 
state government to the extest of its re

“Eicn Dyx.”—The origin of this motto, 
rominently borne upon the arms of the 
*’rince of Wales, ix thas accounted for. 

After King Edward IL. of England, had 
conquered the principality of Wales, to 
reconcile his new subjects as completely as 
possible to their fate, and at the same 
time not disregard their clamors for a 
native privec, the Monkish Chronicles 
relate that the king had his wife cenfined 
at Cacruarvon Castle, the palace of the 
sovereigns of Wales; and, as soon as cir- 
cumstances permitted, he assembled their 
leaders, who were most clamorous for a 
native prince, aud taking his vew boro 
son in his hands, presented him to them, 
observing in brokeu Welsh, Eich Dyn,

Prince of Wales—the first proprietor of 
the title which bas since been worn in 
succession by every male heir to the Brit- 


ish Crown.

Sac. % And be further enacted, That a dep- 
uty collector of custom sball reside and keep 
his office at Brazos de Santiago sforesaid, who 
shall be, and he is hereby, authorized to enter 
and clear vessels. 

Sec. 4. And be it fui ther enacted, That all goods, 
wares, and merchandise of whatever descrip 
tion, transported in bond to the port of entry 
hereby created, from any other port or place in 
the United States, via Brazos Harbor, may, on 
their arrival in said harbor, be transhipped, un- 
der such regulations, notinconsistent with lew 
as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, 
in other vessels for transportation via tbe Rio 
Grande to Brownsville aforesaid; and any goods. 
wares, or merchandize, of any description what. 
ever, imported into said district via said bar- 
bor, from any foreign country, may in like 
manner be transhipped to said port of entry 
ns herein provided, for goods, wares, and 
merchandize transhipped in bond. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That no bond, 
obligation, power of attorney, or other instru- 
ment having legal force, and given or taken 
with reference to the custom house of said dis- 
trict, before the passage of this act, shall by 
this reason be in any manner impaired, but the 
same shall nevertheless remain valid.
